the Primitive Pair; but like other

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Nations, the early Part of Hale Hiſtory | 

is ſo much inveloped with Clouds of | 
Ignoranoe and duperſtitious Fables, 
that a ſingle Ray of Truth is hardly 


perceptible to enlighten the Reſearch 
after their Origin, 


Therefore in humble Jmitation of * 
more ſublime Authors, we ſhall begin " 
from what is well known, and cannot 
be contradicted. In the Reign of the 
_ great King Arthur, the Lilliputians 
were fired as far as can be traced in 
Hiſtory, looked upon in a {ſuperior 
Light to what they were before. Ibis 
Monarch's Fame for Wiſdom ad 

Valour brought to his Court the re- 
nowned Tom Thumb, who was then 
King of the Lilliputians. Jem being 
come to Court; King Arthur took vait 
delight in bebolding this diminutive 
Monarch; not a little ſurprized at o 
much Senſe i in ſo ſmall a Body, which 
ſeemed to him, the reverſe of what 
. moſt of his Subjects were; moſt of 

them

them poſſeſſing a more diminutive Share 
of Underſtanding, according to the Size 
of that great Matter, which compoſed 
their Bodys; an Obſervation not to be 
denied in this more enlightened Age. 
It was in Complaiſance to this great 
Little Monarch, that eſtabliſhed the 
Order of the Round Table ; and King 
Thumb, according to the beſt Accounts, 
Who was the firſt who was made a 
Knight of that ancient, and reſpectable 
Order. F 


After this, the Name of Thumb, 
the King of the Lilliputians, began to 
ſpread all over the diſtant Nations of 
the Earth, for his Proceſs in the Field, 
and his Wiſdom in Council; after tra- 
velling into many remote Parts of the 
World, learning the different Lan- 
guages of the Countries he viſited, 
with their Laws and Cuſtoms ; he re- 
turned Home with great Splendour to 
his native Country, where he ſoon en- 
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deared himſelf to his Subjects by the 


wiſe Laws which he made. 


He firſt began to regulate their Sports 


and Plays, to which he found them not 


a little inclined; he had no Intention to 
prohibit them entirely, but put them 


upon a more reſpectable Footing; then 


thus originally were many Diverſions 


being of too effeminate a Caſt, for ſo 


eminent and warlike a People; he then 
invented Cricket, Trap-Ball, Baſe- 


Ball, and many other Entertainments of 


the Athletic Kind, which are daily 

pPractiſed to this very Hour; and we 
dare ſay, will be continued as long as 
the Lilliputian Kingdoms exiſts. 


This Monarch was ſoon envied for 
his Fame and Virtue, and 1t need not 


be doubted, but he had Buſineſs enough 


upon his Hands to defend his Subjects 
againſt Surrounding Invaders, who 
- longed to poſſeis his fertile Kingdom; 
but his Wiſdom and Valour, POIs 
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their defigns, and rendered all their 
Machinations void. The moſt pow- 
erful of all who oppoſed him was 
Gog and Magog, two mighty Giants! 
who like Cannibals, devoured all the 
little People they met with. 


Theſe overgrown Brothers had got 
together a mighty Army, and were 
marching in Battle Array, againg king 


Thumb, who was vigilant in provi- 
ding for his own defence : among the 


reſt of his Generals, was the celebrat - 
ed Jack, known afterwards by the 
Name of the Giant Killer, 


This noble Warrior, was an Ene- 
my to all Gigantic Tyrants, a fincere 
Lover of Virtue and Learning, and a 


promoter of good Order and Harmo- 


ny in Society. 


The Giants it ſeems from their Go- 


thick Originals, were utter Strangersto 


the 
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the Arts and s Sciences, and had avowed 
their Deſtruction, where ever they were 
to be found ; and hearing that J humb 
had eſtabliſhed Schools for Inſtruction, 
had raiſed an Army to deſtroy what 
they were Strangers to the Value of ; 
with this intent they were now on the 
 Confines of Lilliputia, when Thumb, 
who was no leſs tamous for his Wiſdom 
than his Valour, ſummoned a Council 
of his Wiſe Men, to meet in Education 
Hall, the Place appointed to converſe 
his Parliament i in; where being ſeated 
in his Robe of State, he made the fol- 
lowing Speech from the Throne. 


«© My Lords and Gentlemen, my 
„Friends and Countrymen, 1 mutt 
+ own that I glory and take more De- 
light in the laſt Appellation I have 
given you, than the firft.--T he one 
being a title of no uſe without the 
« Addition of the other; by being my 
* Countrymen, I expect hey will tor 
Jour 
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*« your own ſake, be my Friends, as the 
Connection between us has made it 
«« impoflible for you to be my Enemies 
« without being your own. nor J 
« yours without the ſame. 'tis not un- 
_ * known to you how indefatigable I 
have been for your Welfare. I have 
not only fortified my Kingdom in the 
„ beſt Manner I could againſt any 
Enemy; but I have eſtabliſhed ſuch 
« Laws as were thought neceſfary for 
your civil protection; to protect the 
«© Virtuous, and puniſh the Vicious; 
being their ſole intentions. Mercy I 
% have diftributed, with Juſtice ; I 
© have never left too looſe the Reigns 
© of Severity; nor kept them too 
tight, for any one Office to ſport with 
„that Prerogative which every Sub- 
“ ject alike has a Right to. 


« The Advancement of Learning in 
* my Territories, I own has been 
a g ine. 
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„my principal with, and the number 
5 leſs Books I have ordered to be writ- 
% ten on that Account, are ſufficient to 

prove, as well as the Rewards | have 
„ given; but now, when hoped to en- 
joy the Fruits of my Labour in Peace 
„and Tranquility, I find myſelf ſur- 
* rounded by an Hoſt of Foes; the 
mighty Gog and Magog, thoſe igno- 
* rantG1iantsaredetermined tolevelmy 
Schools to the Ground, and give my 
« Pooksto the devouring Flames; your 
« Afliſtance and Support againſt them 
is, what I requeſt and deſire, and 
with Juſtice, and the Aſſiſtance of 
Jack the Giant Killer, I fear not 
but I ſhall preſerve our Town, and 
* vaniſh thoſe bold Invaders from the 
66 Land.” 


As ſoon as he concluded this Speech, 
2 general burſt of Applauie ran thro' 
the whole Atſembly ; every one de- 
clar'd 
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clard he would affiſt with his Purſe 
and Perſon, even till Death. 


Matters being thus ſettled in the 
Senate, he rep 11d to the Field to re- 
view his Troops, diſtinguiſhi ing every 
Regiment by ſome Title or other, ac 
cording as he thought proper ; one he 

call'd the Alphabetical Infantry; an- 
other the Royal Regiment of the 
Primmer; the Or thographical Grena— 
diers; the Intrepid Sons of Syntax; 
the Mathematical Heroes; the Par- 
naflion Light Troop; and ſo on. 


The Enſigns of each diftinguiſhed 
by Symbolical Deſigns, according to 
the Names they bore; the firſt was 2 
Horn- Book; the next a Primmer; the 
Spelling. Book; a Grammar; Lines 
and Circles; and the Muſes dancing 
round the Holiconlan Spring; ſuch

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Eyes, curling locks, ſuch Attention 


to Duty and Diſcipline, as ſecmed to 
promiſe Victory before they engaged. 


Aſter having review'd all thele, and 


appointing proper Commanders, he 


exhorted them in a noble 5peech which 


gave freſh Vigour to their native Cou- 


rage, to contider, for What valuable 
Privileges they were going to contend, 
and never to give up their Cauſe, but 
with Lite, which every one declared 


he would.

After the Ceremony was over, 
the Royal Kitchen was ſet open for- 
a whole Month, and every one was 
made welcome, who behaved with 
ol 5 Decency 
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Decency. Rich and Poor, Old and 

Young, came from all Parts to gra- 
tify their Eyes with a View of this 
lovely and Royal Pair. Such Re- 


joicings were never before heard of in 


Lilliput; and in fact, ſuch Marri- 
ages are not very common, where 
Beauty, Virtue, and Dignity all meet 
together. MES 


After the Solemnization of the 
Marriage was over, the Nation en- 


joyed Peace far a many Years, 


The Queen, who poſſeſt every 
Virtue, which we can expect from 
one in ſo exalted a Station, became 
the delight of the People ; ſhe was 


very generous, and gave every En- 
_ couragement in her Power to thoſe 


ſhe

ſhe thought deferving of it. To en- 
courage the native Manufactures, 
She wore nothing that was foreign, 
ſetting an Example to all the Ladies 
. the Kingdom. 


Bete. If induſtry was diſtreſs'd, 
ſhe no ſooner heard it, but ſhe re- 
lieved it, Her Bounty in Times of 
Scarcity was great tho* private, 
doing good for the Sake, of doing 
good and not for Oſtentation as it 
is too often the Caſe with thoſe of 
high Rank; yet the People ſome 
how or other got an Intimation 
of their Royal Benefactreſs, and 
every Mouth was filled with her 
Praiſes, and ſhe gained the firname 
of Good, a Title ſhe very well 
deſerved. | | ft. 


Mean 
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Mean time the King was taken 
up with every Plan which could be 
of Service to his People. He ap- 
pointed Rewards for Improvements 
in Agriculture; eſtabliſhed a Royal 
Academy for the Encouragement of 


the Arts. | 


Genius no longer ſtarved nege 


lected, call'd forth by the Sunſhine 


of Royal - Favour, it extended to 
the Genial Ray, and ſhone forth ſo 
as to eclipſe the Glory of Antiquity, 
and rival the Nations round, who 
had long before the Palm of Merit, 


In Poetry, Painting, Muſick, 


Architecture, and the Reſt, never 


was Monarch more belov'd ; he did 
not like many other Princes toy 
yo = away 
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away his Time in Dalliance within 
the Walls of his Palace, and hide 
his Face from his Subjects, but freely 
admitted them to his Preſence ; 
heard their Complaints, and accor- 
ding to their Nature, redreſs'd them. 
He would often ride forth, attended 

by a few of his Nobles, viſiting the 
neighbouring Villages, who all knew 
him, and hail'd him as he paſſed 
along as their common Father and 
Protector, . | Ie | 


What a happineſs muſt this be 
to a King to be loved in ſuch a man- 
ner by his ſubjects, that he could 
go forth among them as ſecure as if 
he had an army to protect him; but 
his Virtues were an Army in his 
People's Breaſts, who would each of 
1 | them

them lay down their Lives in De- 
Yence of his. 


In theſe Excurſions, he generally 
went dreſſed very plain, ſo that he 
could not be diſtinguiſhed by his 
Dreſs from the Reſt of his Com- 
pany, In one of theſe Excurſions, 
going acroſs a Common, he ſaw a 
Man and Woman with ſeveral youn

This reſolute ſpeech made them all 
tremble, but at laſt having taken cou- 


rage, 
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rage, they all aſſured his majeſty, that 
they were entirely ſtrangers to the 
wickedneſs which had been practiſed 
againſt him; and that to prove their 
loyalty, they were ready to give up 
their hves to baniſh his ſuſpicion. 'The 
| king replyed, he was convinced of their 
integrity, and that he was much griev'd 
to find that he had ever cauſe to ſuſpect 
any one; but his late miſchance was 
ſufficient for him ſo to do. They all 
own'd that they were likewiſe ſorry 
that there ſhould be ſuch beings in hu- 
man nature—that they would with the 
utmoſt expedition and ſecrecy, get 
every thing in readineſs to invade the 
foe.

After this, 
tenderly ſaluting the queen, he told 
her that his preſence would be neceſſ- 
ary a few days in the country again, 
to give ſome particular orders, and to 
ſpirit up the artificers, who went on 
more chearfully when their ſovereign. 
was preſent, but that he would de 
back in a few days. The fleet was 
ready, and with ſuch ſecrecy, that it 
was impoſſible for the enemy to have 
got any intelligence of it.

in foreign ſervice : how baſe was this! 

to go out with your king on his plea- 
ſures, ſmiling in his face, with hearts at 
the ſame time that had premeditated his 
ruin, and that of his country, What 
had I done to deſerve it, unleſs my 
confidence in you, my bounty towards 
you, by continually heaping honours 
upon you, which your ungratetul minds 
have thanked me for in this manner, 
Der moſt ee made no reply to 


this 
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this but hung down their heads quite 
aſhamed, as well they might. Having a 
good wind in a ſhort time they arrived 
tafe again in one of the ports of Lapu- 
ta, where the people made great re- 
Joicings on their return, not knowing on 
what expedition they had been ; but 
now it was time to inform them. When 
the people heard the ſtory, they were 
ſo incenſed againſt the rebel lords, that

queen, by this time, was intormed of 
all their treachery, the was furpriz'd 
and ſhocked to think of ſuch ingrati- 
tude ; ſhe faid to the King, if Heaven 
had not interpoſed, what ſhould I 
have been by this time, a widow, and 
perhaps expell'd the kingdom, Or 


murdered with my dear little infant. 


How painful is the grandeur of kings ? 
What ſnares are laid for his life? If he 


eſcape the common foe in battle, he is 


way-laid by thoſe who ſhould be his 
protectors at home. The petitioners 
having had no effect on the king, they 
now addrefled the queen, they Knew 
her tender and mercitul ; they touched 


her 
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her on the moſt affecting theme, mo- 
thers and children: ſhe pitied them, 
ſhe wept, ſhe ſottened the king, who 
mitigated their fentence to perpetual 
banifſhment : ſhe received the thanks of 
thoſe who pitied their wives and chil- 
dren, but not the traitors, they were 
lent out of the land, and their families 
together: thus did many ſuffer diſgrace 
only for being connected with the 
wicked. This buſineſs being over, and 
things being more compoſed to peace, 
the royal chriſt'ning was thought of and 
celebrated in the following manner:

equal his father's : the ſhouts of the 
people, were ſo general, that they were 
heard for ſome miles from the capital.

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The king having opened the parlia- 


ment with this ſpeech, they went imme⸗ 
diately to buſineſs, as it required diſ- 


patch: money was immediately grant-

to run away, but this being perceived

ſtoutly for a good while; but the Li- 
liputians had a friend ſuperior who 
aſſiſted them, one who always protects 
the good and virtuous, and never will 
fail to puniſh the bad : by this means 
they ſoon became the conquerors, ſink- 
ing, and deſtroying, or taking entirely 
all the reſt of the fleet, and carrying a 
great many pritoners home to the 
Yarthonians, who were not a little re- 
joiced, to find themſelves rid of fo po- 
tent and cruel an enemy. This affair 
being over, the Liliputians returned

every ching fit for his majeſty's recep- 


tion, 
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tion, if he thought proper of doing 
them the honour of a viſit, but this 
the reader muſt be inform'd was ro 
more than formality, as they were al- 
ſured before of his inajeſty's intenti-

The king received the meſſenger, 
very kindly, and conferred the konour

multitude, or ever ſoothed by the en- 
chanting voice of flattery, yer he was 
delighted, a fecret pleaſure tremulated 
thro? his viens, from a conſciouſneſs 
that he had never injured his fellow 
creatures, but done all in his power to 
be of ſervice to them. 'Thro' theſe ex- 
ceſſive acclamations, he paſſed to the 
WW, to which the harbour belonged

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where the ſhips were. On coming there, 
it was almoſt impoſlible to pals to vall 
was the crouc, and who to ſhew their 
Joyality, would have taken the hories 


from the coach, and have drawn ic

tort and mounted a palphry wbich was 
prepared for her, adurned with the

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richeſt trappings, ſo that there never 


was a more comely and elegant ſight 


in the world, than to ſee the immortal 
xing of Liliput and his queen, attend- 
ed 1 5 their nobles all on horſeback, 


with the people all ſtriving by every 
method imaginable, to demonſtrate 
their love and loyalty: having at laſt 


gained the place which was fitted up 
for the reception of their majeſties a 


grand entertainment was provided for 


their refreſhment, which was as public 
as poſſible, that every one might be 
pleaſed as well as endeavour to pleale. 
When the people without doors were 


informed that the feaſting was over, 


they prepared an entertainment, which 
conſiſted of muſick and dancing, with 


a maſque, which was s repreſented on a 


plat- 


— — 
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platform, covered over with a rich 
canopy, adorned with emblematic 
paintings. 

The maſque was the repreſentation 
of perſons deſtroying the ſea monſter, 
who was going to devour Andromeda, 
the allegorical meaning was made out 
to be the deſtruction "of vice in the 
character of the monſter, and the pre 
ſervation of virtue in the charracter of 
Andromeda, with an aluſion to king 
Thumb's quelling the Giants, deſtroy- 1 
ing ignorance, and promoting learning. 49 
This piece of Pageantry was molt 5 
eraciouſly received by their majeſties 
as well as the whole of the nobility ; 74 
his majeſty was particularly well pl ea. 
ed to find his ſubjects had profited ſo 11. 
much by his encouragement of learn- 1 

ing, 4 
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ing, as he plainly perceived they had, 
by the ſtory they had made ule of in 
the maſque, its being taken trom the 
ancients was a certain proof they 
mult have ſtudied them ; ; and 1 heartly 
wiſh every. little boy and girl would 
make the ſame ule of the indulgence 
their parents allow them, in letting 
them have all forts of good books for 
the improvement of their underſtand - 

ing, for unleſs they give their minds to

he had not been ſhocked, and yet 
without the imputation of coward, 
An artificial courage anſwers the ſame

ſtory. By this time the morning be- 
gan to dawn and to our great comfort

So that our 
condition was truly deplorable, and I 
ſhould have mentioned before that we 
had a great while before loſt company 
of the other ſhips, ſo that we coul 
expect no aſſiſtance from them, nor 
had we appointed any place of rendez- 
vouz, and if we did not know how to 
get to it, our only comfort now was to 
rely entirely on the mercies of the al- 
mighty, who alone was able to relieve 
us and bring us all out of our diſtreſs. 
I could not "help here making an ob- 
ſervation, that we ſeldom teek the 
aſſiſtance of our creator in the time or 
our proſperity, but in adverlity call 
upon him with as much confidence,

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as tho' we had always obeyed his com- 
mands, and done chearfuly that which 
we ought to have done, to have made 
him our friend in all exigences; but 
his kindnels is great, and his will un- 
controulable. 

For, having got our ip in a little 
better repair, night coming on, 4

away to another, made figns that I 


would not hurt them ; this imboldened | 
ſome of them to wait *till I came near- 
er, when I again made fiens that we 


were in diſtreis, and only wanted their 
aſſiſtance to get ſome refreſhment ; 


upon this, one of them went up to 
the top of the higheſt embodied ir: es, 
and preſently returned with a very 
grave looking perſon, whole head had 
on a much higher kind of covering 
than the reſt, and whole beard was 
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very long. He deſcended with TER legs 
bearing upon the others ſhoulders ; as 
ſoon as he was come within about ten 
yards of me, he turned himſelf round 
and on coming nearer turned himſelf 
again twice round, and, at a proper 
diſtance to be ſpoke to, three times, and 
them made a harangue for about five 
minutes, with his hands acroſs and his 
eyes fixed on the ground; when this 
was done he ſpoke to the people to 
follow him, and made figns tor us to 
do the ſame, which we did, ſtill keep- 
ing a proper look out for tear of a jur- 
prize; we went on 'till we came to the 
foot of a very ſteep hill, which they 
ſeemed to pay a kind of reverence to, 
and then paſſed on *till we came to a

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with verdure and finely watered with 
freth ſtreams, on the plains adjoining 
were plenty of all forts of cattle ; the

bringing away what was ne elfary, we 
were obliced to return to our ſhip, 
and come again the next day, Which WE 
did, and furniſhed Curzelves ſufficient- 
ly. The day being very fine we took 
ſome colours and mulick with us. and 
juſt before we came to the place Or 
their habitations we {truck up a grand 
march ; this had ſo good an effect, that 
when we entered the ſquare, we found 
it filled with people who fecmed atton- 
iihed 
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iſned and delighted; I then made them 
everal preſents of tri inkets, which not 
a little pleaſed them, and made them 
{tit] pals ver te underftand that we were 
friends; I alio expreſſed a deſire of 
ſecing the inſide, of one of their 
d we [ins rs, Which Was granted to me 
and the reſt of the officers who were 
with me, We therefore: (corded "the 
higheſt of the trees, while the men 
were gong to get water, and when we 
entered theſe places it was amazing to 
obſerve how neat and compleat they 
were, notancceifary bur hay. its pro-

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place, and at the lame time no- 
thing was omitted that was uleleſs: 
having ſatisfied our curiolities, and 
put ſome triſles which were given us 
by the chief, as WE une ſerſtood him to 
. be, 
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be, we again deſcended, and with 
the men who by this time were ready, 
took a reſpecttul leave, and once more 
returned to our ſhip. Before we lett 
the place, we took poſſeſſion of it in the 
name of our majelty, calling it the H:p- 
Py iſland, and the habour, the ar- 
bour of Good | uck; having got ur 
Proviſions on board, we ſet jail with 

a fair wind, and all in good health, 
Beſiie the curiofities we got on ſhore, 
our men had pickt up a great many 
others on the coaſt, and in the rivers, 
ſuch as filh of an uncommon ſhape, 
and birds of an amazing ſize, and 
wonderful feathers, theſe we preſerved 
in ſuch a manner as to bring home 
with us; we had no more ſtorms to en- 
counter, but the weather was molt 
a delight- 
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delightfully clear, ſo that we were 
often as we couſted along encertained 
with the molt pleating »rofpedts but 
as we had been fo long from our na— 
tive country, and not knowing how 
ſoon the weather might be chan. ed, 
we did not think proper to iand any 
more. One morning 4 man irom the 
maſt head, informe:! us that he ſaw a 
wrzck to the leeward, demg willing 
to Jave if poſſible the mes of any of 
my fellow creatures, it any ſhould be 
found in jeopardy, I oraerea the long 
boat out, and to be man'd, and to 
proceed to the wreck; when they re- 
turned, we were informed 1t was the 
thip we had parted wich, that the cap- 
tain and {ix men winch were all that 
were taved, Were gone on hore to try 
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if poſſible to get ſome relief; this in- 
telligence was found in a letter Which 
was faſtened to a part which lay con- 
ſiderably above water, —it now became 
a duty to go on ſhore to ſeek after 
theſe unfortunate people; accordingly 
as we found a proper place to anchor 
in we went on ſhore in the boat, and 
a party of ten men and an officer went 
in ſcarch, they fired as they went along 
Teveral guns, hollowed thro”. the 
woods, and took every other method 
to. make them ſenſible, it they were 
within hearing, that afliſt ance WA 
near; in this manner they ſper. 

ſeveral | hours but in vain, when ima'- 
ing a circle round the country to re— 


turn to the ſhore again, they heard the 


report of a gun, which they immedi— 
ately 
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ately anſwered by firing another, which 
Was again anſwered; they imme=- 
dia itely made towards the place ds near 
as they could guels from whence the 
ound proceeded ; when by conitantly 
keepinz up tne firings on both ſides 
at laſt he parties met; thoſe in diſtreſs 
_conliited of the captain and four men, 
who {aid they had loft two of their 
companions, thro' fatigue and hunger, 
the country afjcruing hardly y any thing 
for human creatures to live on, and 
that they every day expected to ſhare 
the ſame fate, that ſome time they 
ſhot a wild bird of a very indelieate 

flavour, on which they had ſubſiſted, 

but as their amunition was near gone 
they had little hope of ſurviving above 
a Cay or wo mote z they then returned

thanks to the mighty for ſending.

took leave, and the courr broke up. 
Peace itill continued thronghout the 
Liliputian dominions, the arts and
